It is true that the Massachusetts Bay 
Transit Authority promised to reinstate 
trolley service as part of an agreement with 
environmental groups that were under- 

Dly concerned that the completion of 

e Big Dig would result in more automo- 
bile traffic into the city of Boston and, asa 
result, more air pollution. 

When that promise was made more than 
years ago, struck many informed ob- 
servers more convenient than realistic. 

Let's assume for the sake of argument 
that state officials agreed perhaps cyni- 
cally — to bring back trolley service in the 
hopes of eventually reversing themselves at 
convenient time. 

Well, the time to make a final decision 
upon and the fact that auto 
congestion along Centre Street is even more = 
imtense now than it was years ago. 

That's because Jamaica Plain, like parts 
of Dorchester, Roslindale, and East Boston, = 
has enjoyed a rebirth. The JP renaissance 
has been longer in the making and the 
neighborhood change more complete. The 
newer, often younger residents are for the 
part more affluent the older 
blue-collar residents and, as a result, JP 
households include more cars. 

Centre Street serves neighborhood 
business center. The trolley line services 
the central city far more than its immedi- 
ate neighborhood, taking passengers from 
what is essentially an urban township into 
downtown areas. It would be nice if it 
could be argued that the trolley will take 
cars heading for the central city off the 
streets. But that’s more wish than reality. 

The reality is that trolleys running along 
Centre Street will make already congested 
traffic even worse. Most of the cars moving 
JP’s main thoroughfare have busi- 
ness in the neighborhood, not downtown 
things now stand, parking the area 
inadequate times peak demand. The 
small, independently owned businesses 
the neighborhood already face a squeeze. 
But it’s a squeeze they've learned to live 
with. Making it worse, however, would 
hurt the valuable commercial services they 
provide. addition hurting small, local 
businesses, the congestion would not de-

As evidence of their efficacy, they also proudly 
presented the Suffolk County homicide-conviction 
tate for 2005. The 91 percent conviction rate is 
proof, they said, that thanks to recent investiga- 
tive reforms they are now getting better-quality 
arrests, even if the quantity isn’t quite what it 
should be. 

Sure, and it’s the motion of the ocean that 
counts. In any event, the numbers don’t actually say 
that. Fewer than half of the 60 murder convictions 
— 24 at trial, 36 through guilty pleas — came from 
investigations by the BPD, with the rest from 
state-police investigations in Chelsea, Revere, and 
Winthrop. Of the Boston cases, the vast majority 
of the investigations and arrests predated Conley, 
let alone O’Toole. We have no idea of the quality of 


0) Police commissioner Kathleen O’Toole and 
District Attorney Dan Conley gathered their 
homicide detectives and prosecutors for a group 
meeting Tuesday. They discussed the fact that on- 
ly 30 percent of the city’s murders over the past 
two years had resulted in arrests — less than half 
the national average. After much deliberation, 
they concluded that it’s not their fault, and they 
don’t need to do anything different. 

Ata high-profile press conference following 
this powwow, O'Toole, Conley, and Deputy Su- 
perintendent Daniel Coleman all laid the blame 
squarely on Bostonians who don't come forward 
with information. “This makes the work of the 
best, most dedicated detectives incredibly 
difficult,” Conley said. O’Toole pleaded for “par- 
ents, family members, friends, and neighbors” to 
come forward as witnesses. Coleman demanded 
that if people don’t “step up,” then “you'd better 
look in the mirror” for someone to blame for the 
clearance-rate problem. 

They were able to offer no evidence that wit- 
ness reluctance is dramatically worse in Boston 
than in other US cities — cities that nevertheless 
mariage to solve murders — or for that matter 
worse than it had been before the current clear- 
ance slump. 

But it’s easy to understand why local law- 
enforcement officials want to lay the blame on an 
unspecified number of anonymous, unverifiable, 
uncooperative witnesses. The uncomfortable facts 
are these: since Conley took office in February 2002, 
only 36 percent of Boston's murders have resulted in 
an arrest. The rate is even lower since Coleman took 
the reins of the BPD homicide squad in 2003, and 
since O’Toole took office in February 2004.

Tom Menino is a new man! During his inaugural 
address Monday, the mayor — who, to put it deli- 
cately, isn't known for his love of collaboration — 
promised that a “spirit of partnership” would guide 
city government for the next four years. “[W]e will 
do things different,” Menino told a packed Faneuil 
Hall audience. (One example, according to the 
mayor: the structure of the day’s ceremony, in 
which Menino was sworn in with members of the 
city council and two school-committee ap- 
pointees.)

the homicide arrests of the past two years, be- 
cause only one has been adjudicated: a five-year 
manslaughter plea for the killing of 16-year-old 
Bang Mai in June 2004. 

Of the 18 Boston murder defendants who went 
to trial in 2005, the conviction rate was 72 percent — 
below even the inadequate average of the past sever- 
al years; and the 11 additional convictions gained 
through plea-bargains were relative wrist-slaps, 
suggesting a lack of confidence in the cases. In fact, 
three of the 11 were plea-bargained to manslaughter 
after their trials for first-degree murder ended in 
hung juries. (These are Phoenix numbers; the DA’s 
office was given them a week in advance for 
verification but did not do so Dy press time.)

Rhode Island 


follows through 
medical marijuana 


When it comes to the legalization of medical 
marijuana in Rhode Island, the question has 
generally been when — not if — it would happen. 

Sure, Republican governor Donald L. 
Carcieri, whose vetoes have withstood the De- 
mocratic-controlled General Assembly in the 
past, could cite a litany of concerns, from distri- 
bution to the fear that legalizing medical mari- 
juana will make it far more available to chil- 
dren. But by resoundingly overriding Carcieri’s 
veto in a 59-13 vote, the Rhode Island House of 
Representatives on Tuesday embraced the com- 
passionate theme long sounded by proponents. 

The vote, capped by enthusiastic applause 
from supporters, makes Rhode Island the 11th 
state legalize medical marijuana and the 
first since the Supreme Court ruled 
last June in Gonzales v. Raich that the federal 
government can prosecute sick people who use 
the drug to ease their discomfort. 

Showing a distinct lack of anxiety about 
crossing the feds, the Rhode Island Senate vot- 
ed in support of medical marijuana less than 24 
hours after the high court's decision last sum- 
mer. And while such legislative support might 
seem unusual in a place with a strong strain of 
social conservatism, it reflects the intimacy of a 
state where everyone, it seems, knows some- 
one who would like to use medical marijuana 
to better cope with such debilitating illnesses as 
cancer, AIDS, and multiple sclerosis. 

“Two years ago, it probably wouldn't have 
been an issue with me,” said Representative 
Thomas C. Slater (D-Providence), the lead 
sponsor of the legislation in the House. But af- 
ter watching a brother, an uncle, and his fa- 
ther die from cancer, the representative — who 
has himself has hen treated for the disease — 
sees things very differently. Speaking with re- 
porters before Tuesday’s vote, he noted, “There 
are a lot of other people out there who have 
friends and family who have been sick.” 

A three-fifths majority was needed in the 7s5- 
member House to override Carcieri’s veto, and 
the outcome never seemed in doubt as the 
chamber took up the matter before officially 
starting the new legislative session. Opposition 
came mostly from Democratic rivals of House 
Speaker William J. Murphy and from Republi- 
cans, like House Minority Leader Robert Wat- 
son, a medical-marijuana proponent, who vot- 
ed with the governor in partisan solidarity. 

In a statement, Carcieri spokesman Jeff 
Neal warned, “This bill appears to violate feder- 
al law. Consequently, it will subject Rhode Is- 
landers to prosecution by the federal govern- 


ment. The United States Supreme Court has 
Tuled that state laws permitting the medicinal 
use of marijuana do not trump federal laws 
criminalizing marijuana. The consequence is 
that Rhode Islanders who rely on state law can 
still be prosecuted criminally by the federal 
government.” 

But as Anthony Pettigrew, the US Drug En- 
forcement Administration’s New England 
spokesman, told me last year, “The DEA has 
never targeted the sick and dying, but rather 
criminals [involved] in drug cultivation and 
trafficking. We'll target major trafficking or- 
ganizations and take them apart.” (See “Rhode 
Trip,” News and Features, July 8, 2005.) 

Rob Kampia, executive director of the Wash- 
ington, DC-based Marijuana Policy Project, 
which aggressively lobbied for the Rhode Island 
law, hailed the vote, saying, “[It] proves yet 


again that the movement to protect medical- 
marijuana patients from arrest is unstoppable. 
Last June, White House drug czar John Walters 
proclaimed ‘the end of medical marijuana as a 
political issue’ . . . but he couldn’t have been 
more wrong. . . . We will continue to roll back 
the government's war on the sick and the dying, 
and the White House drug czar can’t stop us any 
more than he can make water flow uphill.” 

As for Massachusetts, the public seems to 
be in favor of medical marijuana — all five 
non-binding medical-marijuana initiatives on 
ballots across the state in 2004 passed by at 
least a two-to-one margin. There are two med- 
ical-marijuana bills now sitting committee 
in both the House and the Senate. And if one 
of them does wind up on Mitt Romney's desk, 
it’s likely the legislature will be pushing to 
override him as well. lan Donnis

Bolivia's New Boss 


EVO 
PREFERS 
COCA OVER 
BUSH 


Bad news for cokeheads everywhere: 
despite Evo Morales’s mid-December 
election as president, the chances of Bo- 
livia becoming for cocaine users what 
Amsterdam is for pot smokers are slim 
at best. 

Yes, Morales made his name as a 
leader of Bolivia's coca farmers. Yes, the 
crop those farmers cultivate provides 
the raw material for the drug known, 
variously, as “blow,” “snort,” “wacky 
dust,” “California cornflakes,” “Aunt 
Nora,” and yayo. Yes, in 2004, the United 
States spent approximately $150 million 
on coca eradication in Bolivia. And, yes, 
Morales takes obvious delight in mess- 
ing with the Bush administration. (On 
the campaign trail, Morales promised 
to be a “nightmare” to the US govern- 
ment; since his election, he’s cozied up 
to fellow Latino leftists Fidel Castro and 
Hugo Chavez.) 

But Morales, the first Aymara Indian 
to win Bolivia's presidency, seems dis- 
inclined to turn his country into a full- 
fledged narco-state. Chalk it up to an 
appreciation of indigenous customs, or 
a genuine desire — his impish tenden- 
cies notwithstanding — to be taken se- 
riously as a politician. But Morales in- 
sists he’s interested only in expanding 
the legal cultivation of coca, which for 
millennia has been prized in traditional 
Andean cultures as a kind of staple- 
food-cum-wonder-drug. (In addition to 
the cocaine alkaloid, coca is rich in pro- 
teins and vitamins; back in the day, 
some Indian tribes measured distances 
in cocada, the number of mouthfuls of 
coca that could be chewed while travers- 
ing a certain distance.) “Yes to coca, no 
to cocaine,” Morales likes to say 

This embrace of coca, however, has 
a distinctly entrepreneurial tinge: 
Morales has suggested that a coca- 
based export industrv — featuring coca 
based tea, coca-based soda, even coca- 
based toothpaste — may take shape un- 
der his presidency. It’s not quite the 
same as visiting Aunt Nora, but still. 
And even if these products don’t mate- 
Tialize anytime soon, count on this: 
Morales will do his utmost — along 
with Cuba's Castro, Venezuela's 
Chavez, and Argentina’s Néstor Kirch- 
ner — to push Latin America to the 
political left, and to generally make 
life difficult for George W. Bush, Dick 
Cheney, and their compadres.

The songs he’s created with 
them — many released on his debut record, 
Words and Voices (Aesthetic Evidence) — are both 
textual and textural, using evocative phrases 
and the sounds of voices themselves in songs 
that range from ambient washes to pulsing 
techno reveries to tricky, rhythmic indie rock. 

Burgund intermingles strangers’ personal 
reflections — “storms make me lonely,” “my 
partner and | understand each other complete- 
ly,” “I do not have much to be proud of in my 
life” — into foreboding piano chords and ver- 
tiginous whorls of strings. He sculpts sound 
using chortles and chuckles, monastic chants, 
loops of two very different voices repeating the 
same line: “sneaking along a circuitous path.” 
Sometimes the imagery is entrancingly oneiric 
(“time slowed down yesterday morning as I lay 
in bed, chitchatting with my dreams”). Some- 
times it’s humorously matter-of-fact (a man 
talks at length about trying to kill a spider “the 
size of a freakin’ cat” 

The sum total is a shifting aural tapestry, 
one that’s as powerful for its affecting au- 
thenticity as it is reflective of the human ex- 
perience. That's why Burgund’s only advice 
for potential speakers is as simple as it is 
clichéd: be yourself. 

“I'm really not looking for people to go in 
there and ham it up and be somebody they're 
not,” he says. “I've found that people who try 
to act, people who are very aware of the fact 
that they’re being recorded, it comes off as a 


little bit forced. The best nuggets I've collected 
are people behaving completely naturally.” 

To that end, Burgund has tried to make 
the big BYOV booth as inviting a space as pos- 
sible. “You know you have the microphone 
there, but at the same time you're in a very 
private situation. I try to create the booth 
such that people would feel comfortable to 
open up a little bit, to answer questions as 
honestly as possible,” he says. (To minimize 
claustrophobia, he made sure to design it 
with plenty of headroom, and to light it with 
a warm and inviting yellow bulb 

“People are so fascinating, and their voices 


are so fascinating a reflection of who they are,” 


Burgund says. In that way, he sees this project 
almost less in musical terms than in journalis- 
tic ones. The difference, of course, being that 
“I'm not investigating facts at all, but people’s 
feelings and people's thoughts and people's 
emotional responses. | like to hear what 
other people have to say.”

How often do you get a second chance at 
making a first impression? In Holly- 
wood, it’s likely never. 

“The joke, of course, is that you're ei- 
ther a first-time filmmaker, or a last- 
time filmmaker,” says Richard Shepard, 
hoping his own career will be resurrect- 
ed with The Matador (opening Friday), 
which he wrote and directed. 

Pierce Brosnan stars in the film as a 
boozy hit man (an anti-Bond, if you will) 
who is losing his edge until a fateful 
meeting in a Mexican bar with a de- 
pressed businessman (Creg Kinnear) 
changes their lives in ways that neither 
could have imagined. 

Shepard, as it turns out, knows what 
it’s like to lose your edge. “When I was 24, 
I was given this incredible opportunity to 
make a movie — you may have caught it at 
four in the morning on the USA Network 
[1991's The Linguini Incident] ,” he says. “It 
was a romantic comedy starring Rosanna 
Arquette and David Bowie that was nei- 
ther romantic, nor funny. As a result, at 
age 25, | found myself completely unem- 
ployable.” 

So, how did a broke New Yorker, only 
recently fired from a scriptwriting assign- 
ment he had spent six months on, end up 
directing the retiring Bond? 

First, he returned to New York, where 
he raised $60,000 and made the thriller

“I clawed my 
way back and, ultimately, Pierce didn't 

ive a fuck what I made when | was 25,”

Now 37, Shepard was working on a 
black comedy “with a character that I 
thought no sane Hollywood actor would 
ever want to play” and preparing to 
make it for $250,000 when Brosnan’s 
production company was looking for a 
writer for The Thomas Crown Affair 2. “So I 
met with them, and halfway through 
the interview, they were like, ‘You 
know, you're not going to get this writ- 
ing job,’” he recalls.

equal number Iraqi civilians who had 
died. They occupied office for 
roughly four hours and, before leaving, 
they asked the senator to hold a “town 
meeting” to discuss the war with her con- 
stituents. 

On February 4, 2005, 17 activists gath- 
ered in Senator Olympia Snowe’s office, also 
in Portland. Again, they read the names of 
American soldiers and who had died 
in the war — more than 2000 in total by 
that date. After reading each name, the ac- 
tivists marked X’s, in red or black marker, 
on a giant piece of cloth. They then asked 
Snowe to hold a town meeting on the war. 

On March 18, 2005, 35 people gathered 
Representative Tom Allen’s Portland 
office. They read the names of the war 
dead, marked X’s on a white sheet, and re- 
quested town meeting which Allen 
eventually agreed to. 

On August 26, 2005, 75 people showed 
for another occupation Collins’s 
Lewiston office. This time someone 
brought a bell, which tolled for each 
name of the war dead. 

The number people attending each 
these events is swelling, as is the pace and 
number of the events themselves — and 
that sense momentum was all part the 
Pine Tree State organizers’ plan. little 
more than a year there have been seven 
nearly identical occupations three 


four congressional delegates’ offices 
(as well several informal meetings with 
US Representative Mike Michaud, who 
held a town meeting December 21, 2005), 
and they were all part coordinated ac- 
tion called the “Frequent Visit Program” 
(FVP), founded last December by some of 
Maine’s most fervent anti-war activists. 
FVP’s ready-to-wear war-resistance 
model office occupation, roll call 
the dead, request for public dialogue 
has also been used handful other 
states, including Massachusetts, thanks to 
FVP outreach. And with public support 
the war plummeting and lightning rods 
like Cindy Sheehan and representative 
John Murtha spreading the anti-war mes- 
sage, FVP creators think their particular 
form protest about catch hold 
nationwide. 


DRIP, DRIP, DRIP... 

The Frequent Visit Program follows sim- 
plan. First, “Visitors,” the partici- 
pants call themselves, call or visit the 
offices congressional delegates groups 
three four. They request private meet- 
ings discuss their concerns about the 
war. Lf they can’t arrange a meeting after 
several attempts, they stage a sit-in — or, 
they usually call it, “occupation” 
which they eulogize the Iraq war dead. 
they don’t get a commitment to a town 


meeting, or a reasonable promise of one, 
they make phone calls, send letters, and 
e-mails, several times month, over 
and over and over, repeating the request. 
They apply frequent, pointed pressure. 
They are the guests who won't leave. 

Each core group organizers changes 
based or. who’s closest to the action. So the 
activist movement is decentralized, mak- 
and enabling participants adapt need- 
ed. Sometimes occupations occur outside 
the office. Sometimes, they're inside. And 
oftentimes there’s opportunity for inven- 
tive flexibility. 

At the most recent occupation, for exam- 
ple, held Senator Bangor office 
the day parliamentary elections 
Iraq, organizers skipped the reading the 
names war dead and instead held press 
conference. Later, they were forced to im- 
provise the last minute. For the first time 
FVP’s history, the doors Maine con- 
gressional delegate’s office were barred. 
Two leading activists, Bruce Gagnon and 
Pat Wheeler, managed slip inside before 
the doors closed and office staff called secu- 
rity guard the entrance. Gagnon and 
Wheeler refused to leave. When everyone 
outside had been arrested (by police sum- 
moned by the landlord), they then went out 
and “in solidarity” were arrested as well. 

Such persistence and creativity hard 
to ignore. Antonia Ferrier, press secretary 
for Snowe, says the senator has not “ruled 
out” town meeting but that plans have 
been made hold one.

Miller, who did not know that the Maine 
program has a name, had spoken with 
Gagnon last February and adopted most of 
the details for the occupation. 

“The call has come from all over the 
country for direct action,” says Miller.

THE BIG PICTURE 

Bill Dobbs the media coordinator for the 
United for Peace and Justice Coalition, 
based New York City. Founded during 
the build-up the Iraq war 2002, the 
coalition now the largest anti-war col- 
lective in the country, with some 1200 
member groups all states and 
around the world.

DUSTBIN RICHARD NIXON’S,

New York Times the details his administra- 
tion’s warrantless domestic spying. But 
does Bush have the chutzpah to go after 
the Times itself? 

A variety of federal statutes, from the 
Espionage Act on down, give Bush ample 
means prosecute the Times reporters who 
got the scoop, James Risen and Eric Licht- 
blau, as well as the staff editors who facili- 
tated publication. Even Executive Editor 
Bill Keller and Publisher Arthur “Pinch” 
Sulzberger Jr., could become targets —a 
startling possibility, just the threat 
which would serve deterrent the en- 
tire Fourth Estate. 

Legal means are one thing, but political 
will is another. If Bush goes after the 
Times, could spark conflagration po- 
tentially more destructive free press

papers (and their employees) that ran the 
document. All backfired on Nixon. 

Many believe that the Times performed 
an incalculably valuable service when it re- 
ported last month top-secret National 
Security Agency program — almost cer- 
tainly unlawful — involving presidentially 
(but not court-) approved electronic sur- 
veillance of message traffic between people 
in this country and locations abroad. The 
leak investigation by the Department of 
Justice (DOJ) has begun. What has received 
virtually no attention is that the Times and 
its reporters, editors, and publisher are at 
serious risk indictment vengeful 
White House concerned not so much with 
disclosure of national secrets as with reve- 
lation of its own reckless conduct. 


TARGETING THE TIMES 

The Times’ December front-page exposé 
made headlines around the world. The war- 
eavesdropping the newspaper un- 
covered almost certain violation 
Americans’ privacy rights and very likely 


acrime. Diverting questions about the 
highly suspect program, the administration 
repeatedly makes the absurd claim that this 
disclosure has tipped off the terrorists thac 
their electronic communications are being 
monitored. In truth, it’s been well-known 
for decades by the terrorists and just about 
anyone else with even glancing knowledge 
of intelligence-gathering that such surveil- 
lance is done lawfully with an order issued by 
a top-secret national-security court that 
rarely turns down a government request. 
That the surveillance under Bush is done un- 
lawfully hardly will change the terrorists’ 
communications practices. 

The DOJ announced on December 30 
that has opened criminal-leak investi- 
gation. The announcement was greeted 
with only muted criticism from media and 
civil-liberties circles, perhaps because it 
looked like nothing more than replay 
the still-ongoing Valerie 
fiasco. Anthony Romero, executive direc- 
tor the ACLU, and Marc exec- 
utive director the Electronic Privacy In- 
formation Center, welcomed an investiga- 
tion but suggested that the object should 
the warrantless surveillance program, 
not those within the government who 
leaked it. Neither seemed sense the 
threat yet another target: the newspa- 
per that published the story. 

Those who don’t see the danger the 
probe the leaks underestimate how 
far zealous federal prosecutors can carry 
such investigation. Prosecutors’ enor- 
mous discretionary latitude, derived from 
the extraordinary range narrow, broad, 
and in some instances dangerously vague 
criminal statutes that control the disclo- 
sure supposed national-security secrets, 
renders any such investigation dangerous 
free press. 

Forget for moment the fate leakers 
who could subject prosecution for 
anything from disseminating stolen gov- 
property mail and wire fraud, 
espionage, even the capital crime 
treason. Instead, consider the lot the pa- 
per that had the courage spotlight the 
administration’s potentially criminal con- 
duct: now faces the prospect criminal 
indictment. (When asked directly the in- 
vestigation extended the publication 
the information, a DOJ official remarked 
broadly to reporters that he could not com- 
ment any aspect the investigation.) 

There little reason suppose that 
the administration would refrain from in- 
dicting the newspaper, its reporters, and 
its higher-ups unless the political down- 
side was too substantial. Indeed, with un- 
doubted additional deep and dark secrets 
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not yet exposed, one assumes that the 
administration would like to go beyond 
terrorizing leakers and reach those who 
report leaks the public. Historical and 
legal precedent that suggests the legal 
viability of such a prosecution has gone 
largely unnoticed in the public arena — 
though not likely at the DOJ. 

That precedent comes from the Nixon 
administration, which contemplated in- 
dicting the three newspapers that pub- 
lished excerpts from The Pentagon Papers 
the waning years the Vietnam War 
namely the New York Times, the Boston 
and the Washington Post along with some 
the individuals involved. Indeed, when 
the Supreme Court in 1971 turned down the 
Nixon DO)’s request for an injunction 
against publication, there were three jus- 
tices (Burger, Harlan, and 
Blackmun) who thought 
the court should have pre- 
vented publication alto- 
gether, and three (White, 
Stewart, and, again, 
Blackmun) who went out 
their way suggest that 
the DOJ consider indicting 
the newspapers after publi- 
cation. The Nixon admin- 
istration’s failure pre- 
vent publication, warned 
justices White, Stewart, 
and (agreeing in his sepa- 
rate opinion) Blackmun, 
“does not measure its con- 
stitutional entitlement 
a conviction for criminal 
publication.”

So let’s not kid ourselves: five of the nine jus- 
tices would have approved of criminal prosecution of 
the newspapers in the Pentagon Papers case, even 
though majority would not authorize 
pre-publication injunction. Therefore, this 
often-touted victory for freedom the press 
was fact quite limited and foreshadowed 
battle monumental proportions. 


NIXON UNBOUND 

In his authoritative i972 book, The Papers 
and the Papers, Sanford Ungar concluded 
that the main reason Nixon and 
General John Mitchell did not prosecute 
media targets was because that time the 
Watergate scandal had broken. (Disclosure: 
represented Ungar during the Pentagon Pa- 
pers episode.) Nixon was on his way to im- 
peachment resignation while Mitchell 
was his way indictment and federal 
prison. Later, Whitney North Seymour, the 
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moderate Republican attorney for New 
York the time the Pentagon Papers im- 
broglio, wrote in his autobiography that 
the DOJ sent emissaries enlist the coop- 
indictment of the newspapers and of indi- 
vidual employees, but that Seymour re- 
sponded “Not in this District.” Soon there- 
after, Watergate came to the rescue. 

But it is not far-fetched to assume that 
the current administration — just as ob- 
sessed with secrecy Nixon’s and equally 
determined to cover up its derelictions and 
crimes, and with few if any voices of mod- 
eration the likes Seymour’s will pick 
the cudgel the Nixon team abandoned. 

Such indictment could brought 
short order. It would be unnecessary for the

fendants, since the mere 
publication the story 
would the alleged crime 
regardless of the identity 
of the leakers. Nor would 
the Times’ publisher, edi- 
tors, and reporters be able 
claim ignorance the 
top-secret nature of the in- 
formation published:

But the MBTA — an independent state 
agency that serves tnore than 150 cities and 
towns in Eastern Massachusetts — cannot 
afford new projects.

For more than a year, the MBTA has been 


North Shore with easy access to Massachu- 
setts General Hospital and Cambridge), and 
restoring E-Line service through Jamaica 
Plain, along Centre and South Streets, all 
the way to Forest Hills. 

The logic was simple: provide more, 
and more convenient, public transporta- 
tion, and more people will leave their air- 
fouling cars home. 

But 15 years, several lawsuits, two 
Boston mayors, and five Massachusetts 
governors later, the Big Dig transit-system 
upgrades are still the source public con- 
sternation and government deliberation. 
August, the state’s Executive Office of 
Transportation (EOT) issued a new set of 
recommendations dealing with the admin- 
istration’s remaining transit commit- 
ments. The EOT endorsed the Green Line 
extension that would stretch beyond Lech- 
mere Somerville’s Union Square (provid- 
ing more convenient access to a bustling 
residential neighborhood that’s home to 
several bars and restaurants, and a Target), 
and then a Ball Square, Winter Hill, and 
West Medford. also put its weight behind 
1000 new commuter-rail parking spots and 
the expansion of the Fairmount, or “Indi- 
go,” Line, would provide more stops 
and service areas 
Dorchester, Mattapan, and Hyde Park. 

But, along with the recommendations, 
the deadlines for all three projects were 
pushed back, and the Red-Blue connector 
and Arborway restoration were left conspic- 
uously off the list entirely. 

seems there still hope for the 
Red-Blue project, which EOT spokesman 
John Carlisle calls “a useful transit applica- 
tion pursue the future.” 

The Arborway trolley, however, seems 
doomed permanently replaced

1985, the MBTA suspended service 
(supposedly temporarily) in the Arborway 
Corridor, hoping that riders would switch 
to the recently revamped Orange Line. 
“There has not been any significant in- 
crease” in Orange Line traffic, said Michael 
Reiskind, who lives South Huntington 
Street. That assertion is supported by MBTA 
numbers, which show Orange Line rider- 
ship hovering around 22,500 per day, and 
#39 bus ridership steadily declining from 
more than 27,500 daily in the 1980s (when 
the bus first replaced the streetcar), to a lit- 
tle more than 14,000 today. 

For many, the #39 bus has become an un- 
welcome stand-in, and the debate over the 
entire project has become he-said-she-said 
argument, with both sides citing surveys 
and studies that back their positions. 

“The 39 bus is problematic in a number 
of ways,” says Franklyn Salimbene, a JP res- 
ident who chairs the Arborway Committee 
that seeks the trolley’s return. “The only 
way you can attract people public trans- 
portation the service reliable and 
run that doesn’t require people 
make transfers.” 

The #39 accomplishes neither goal; its 
schedule is often criticized as erratic, and 
take downtown requires switch from 
bus train. Ridership has dropped 
significantly the bus line since was es- 
tablished, and Salimbene thinks poor serv- 
ice has sent more residents their cars. 
In the opposite direction, he fears the in- 
convenience discourages people from visit- 
ing JP’s many shops and restaurants. 

But arguments against bringing the 
train back to JP are just as numerous. 
Business owners have signed petitions 
fretting about lost parking spaces (parking 
would lost completely one side 
the street), residents gripe about in- 

Z creased congestion (which would, inci-

ity), and police and fire officials say that 
cramped traffic flow could impede emer- 
gency vehicles. 

“Some JP residents think it is a loss, and 
I understand that,” says Jon Truslow, who 
co-chairs anti-trolley- restoration group 
known as Better Transit Without Trolleys. 
“But we've analyzed the situation, and we 
believe that bringing the trolley back un- 
der today’s situation would not improve Ja- 
maica Plain.”

tems to streamline the route’s scheduling. 

At this point, these might be the most re- 
alistic hopes for Jamaica Plain transporta- 
tion advocates. 


BUT WILL WORK? 
Of course, all of these deliberations take for 
granted the fact that the best way de- 
crease through public-transit 
projects. But fact, some suggest that such 
an assumption may be foolhardy. 

Train-transit projects, which cost 
hundreds of millions of dollars and achieve 
modest air-quality benefits, might be less 
effective than pushing for higher vehicle- 
emission standards, better fuel efficiency, 
and various other clean-energy goals. 

To get an idea of the scale of the disparity, 
consider this comparison from Commonwealth 
magazine. Last spring, David Luberoff, exec- 
utive director of the Kennedy School's Rap- 
paport Institute for Greater Boston wrote: 
“[I]f the state were instead to target cars that 
do not meet current emissions standards, it 
could gain the exact same emissions reduc- 
tions by finding and fixing fewer than 200 
cars now the road that not comply 
with current emissions requirements... In 
fact, the state probably could identify and 
replace each those 200 cars with Toyota 
Prius hybrid vehicle for about $5 million, 
which is less than one percent of the cost of 
the three transit projects.” 

And then there’s the problem “latent 
demand,” which holds that new cars will al 
ways fill holes left by drivers who depart for 
public transit, says former state secretary of 
environmental affairs John Bewick, who 
works today as an environmental consult- 
ant in Hingham. “If you take a car off the 
road, another one takes its place,” knowing 
there’s more room on the roads. This neu- 
tralizes the environmental advantage that 
would have been achieved in the first place. 
In this day and age, Bewick says, it’s almost 
impossible avoid this problem. Yet state- 
planning officials don’t consider enough, 
Using the Greenbush commuter- 
rail station, which lives near and oppos- 
es, example, Bewick blasts projects 
that “just don’t take enough people off the 
roads ... Noble objectives, with poor analy- 
sis, lead to fiscally irresponsible projects.” 

Another former environmental-affairs 
secretary — who was in office when the 
Central Artery projects to reduce pollution 
were proposed says the benefits should 
be measured in more than tons of carbon 
emissions. 

think those who question the need for, 
or the value of, mitigation see the picture 
through a very narrow lens,” says John DeV- 
illars. “It’s not simply about air-quality 
benefits. It’s also about the livability and 
quality life metropolitan Boston 
bringing back neighborhoods, bringing back 
housing and economic opportunities.” 

And while DeVillars doesn’t mind that 
state officials are changing some the rec- 
ommendations midstream (“what appeared 
to make sense in 1990 doesn’t necessarily 
make sense in 2005”), he wishes they would 
hurry about it. 

“It’s disappointing that they are taking 
long they have come fruition,” 
DeVillars says, “And it will be a good while 
longer until the full measure of those im- 
provements will realized. There’s legit- 
imate reason why these projects shouldn't 
have begun in the early 1990s. And the fact 
that we, as a community, are still bickering 
over them is unfortunate.” ©

WHEN YOU LIVE BOSTON, YOU MAY NOT NOTICE EVERY LITTLE PRICE HIKE. BUT THEY ADD 
SLICES COST EXTRA QUARTER YOUR NEIGHBORHOOD PIZZA PLACE? ANOTHER 
FIVE BUCKS MONTH. CABLE RATES THREE DOLLARS MONTH? $36 YEAR 


Boston already one the most expensive cities 
in North America, ranking anywhere from first to 
sixth depending on the study. Coldwell Banker recent- 
ly ranked Boston College as having the fifth most ex- 
pensive college neighborhood, Chestnut Hill. And the 
inflation rate is humming along at 3.4 percent, mean- 
ing that that tomato you buy at Shaw’s will cost that 
much extra this year. 

According to a recent study, one in every 20 house- 
holds in the Boston area is worth a million bucks — 
and that doesn't even include the market value of the 
homes these people live in. Don’t expect Boston's five- 
percenters to be crying over this data — they are a big 
reason companies think they can keep charging more 
and more for goods and services. But the rest of us are 
going feel the crunch. it’s our sad duty relay 
the bad news that you'll be working a little harder to 
stretch your dollar in 2006. No major jolts coming, but 
a number of little changes heading your way will spell 
the difference between buying that new iPod or stick- 
ing with the old-school Walkman. 


BASIC LIVING 

The good news: the rental market Boston and Cam- 
bridge has remained flat, so you shouldn't be getting 
any nasty shocks in your next lease. In fact, the US De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Development says 
that rents in Creater Boston have dropped nearly 10 
percent over the past year. 

On-campus-housing prices have bucked that trend, 
however gone five percent MIT for the 
2005-06 school year, for instance. Emerson, with its 
fancy new dorms, charges more for those rooms than 
the average area rent. Expect that trend continue. 

Homeowners have the real problem, thanks 
ever-rising taxes — and, thanks to that flat rental 
market, owners who rent will have hard time pass- 
ing the cost along their tenants. The median prop- 
erty-tax bill for a single-family home in Massachu- 
setts will increase 6.4 percent over 2005, according to 
a recent Boston Globe survey of cities and 
towns. Boston’s property tax is going up 
nine percent. But and Brookline’s

increases are much lower, and Cambridge is actually 
lowering its average bill by a few bucks. 

Owners and tenants alike, meanwhile, will find 
their utility bills going up, thanks largely the in- 
crease fuel prices. Home-heating oil has jumped 
(about S50 cents a gallon), which you may have noticed 
on your most recent bill. That hit will become a wallop 
over the next few months. 

Things much better you use natural gas 
for heat. In fact, KeySpan just sent letters out to Mass- 
achusetts news outlets saying that the company 
“very concerned about the impact natural gas prices 
will have on our customers this heating season.” 
KeySpan and NStar bumped natural-gas prices start- 
ing November, which you saw your December 
bill to the tune of an average $75 increase per month 
per customer. January’s bill will be worse. 

Electric heat? Not much better. National Crid (for- 
merly Massachusetts Electric) has already raised prices 
average 27.5 percent, about $30 per customer 
average, and NStar expected the same starting 
this month. 

If you pay water and sewer bills, they’ve gone up as 
well, nearly percent Boston beginning January 

All told, if heat and hot water are not included in 
your lease, expect pay about extra $600 utili- 
ties this year, even if you keep that thermostat low. 
That averages out to $50 a month. 


GETTING AROUND 

MBTA rates going anytime soon, but that cab 
ride home from the nightclub going cost you 
more 2006. Boston recently approved 50-cent sur- 
charge every pick-up. Brookline raised its per-mile 
rate cents every eighth mile. Newton raised 
its surcharge by 4o cents in September. Across the riv- 
er, the Cambridge License Commission is considering 
both 20-cent increase pick-up, and extra nickel 
for each eighth mile.

tank got more expensive last year. Gas prices have now 
dropped back more reasonable levels, but driving 
will still be costly in 2006.

Redemption songs 


Ryan Lee Crosby reemerges with the Mindless 


yan Lee and the 
FR There Is 
No Music (Solari) 


was one favorite 
local albums of 2005. 
That’s not exactly a 
sparkling first sentence, 
but it is honest, as is 
the album. It’s chap- 
ter torn from singer- 
songwriter Ryan Lee 
Crosby’s psychic diary 
with the utmost of care, 
and offered quietly 
lovely, spare tale of de- 
spair that ends with the 
promise of redemption. 

Crosby barely lived 
tell it, but he does so 
with a sensitivity and 
that reflects 
the most cohesive, 
open-hearted narratives 
his influences Nick 
Drake, Syd Barrett, and 
Elliott Smith, with 
touches Syd’s wilder sonic side increas- 
ingly cozying the acoustic-boned 
arrangements this nine-song collection 
reaches its end. 

lot the songs came from expe- 
riences of roughly 2003 and 2004, which 
was a very dark period,” Crosby relates 
with the same understatement that 
makes his debut leader 
such thoughtful, probing 
gem. How dark? Well, when 
Crosby applies his sweet, 
quavering whisper lyric 
like “late last year nearly 
died/it was the second time 
I tried” (“Belief in Me and 
You”), he’s just stating the 
facts. Crosby was the 
midst struggle with addiction 
tranquilizers coupled with heavy habitual 
drinking, which fueled a wave of ennui 
that was already overwhelming. 

“I had a doctor who was well inten- 
tioned, but I would tell him I was trying to 
quit drinking and was trouble 
and needed to mellow out, so he’d write 
prescription for codeine tranquil- 
izers, and then take them along with 
the alcohol,” Crosby explains. “There were 
days that would just lie bed sick, try- 
ing figure out what wanted do.” 

Crosby was also estranged from his fa- 
ther, who was suffering from cancer. And

Although Crosby’s too 
much a storyteller to in- 
dulge pure navel gazing, 
his autobiographical tales 
of quiet struggle amount to

You could say the same thing about the 
first two albums another group New 
Yorkers, a band who — more so than oft- 
cited Strokes predecessors Television and 
the Velvet Underground — are truly the Big 
Apple brethren of the Strokes: the Ramones. 
Their sound was so disarmingly simple that 
first people thought was ironic perform- 
ance art, but it quickly became the blueprint 
for a new genre. Their homonymous debut 
and its follow-up, Leave Home, sounded like 
stripped-down, sped-up Beach Boys fa- 
miliar, yet totally fresh. Both albums were 
terrific but remarkably alike. So it was with 
the Strokes. (Except, of course, that

vague lyrics about isolation 
and ennui have never been as memorable 
as, say, “Beat on the Brat” or “Now I Wanna 
Sniff Some Clue.”) 

But this is where the two bands’ histories 
diverge. The Ramones continued down the 
same path for Rocket Russia and for pretty 
much the rest of their career. On First Im- 
pressions of Earth (RCA), which was released 
Tuesday, the Strokes sound like a band de- 
termined to shed the one-trick-pony tag. 

For starters, the band opted not record 
with Raphael and instead went with studio 
vet David Kahne, whose diverse credits in- 
clude Sublime, Paul McCartney, and Sugar 
Ray. Kahne’s production is markedly slicker 
than Raphael's: the drums don’t sound as 
though they were played on a Casio; the bass 
fuller and heavier; and Kahne convinced 
Casablancas allow his vocals scraped 
clean their signature layer cruddy dis- 
tortion. Also, the previously understated 
guitar work Nick Valensi and Albert 
Hammond Jr. supplanted embellished 
melodies, fancy fretwork, and even hy- 
per-surf-rock breakdown one point. 

But perhaps the most important differ- 
ence lies Casablancas’s songwriting. The 
tunes are more harmonically complex, 
and embark surprising stylistic and for- 
mal diversions previous Strokes song 


exceeded the four-minute mark, whereas 
more than a third of the 14 songs on First 
Impressions do. 

The album opens almost identically 
Room on Fire — a single guitar note proceeds 
over stuttering mid-tempo drum 
rhythm and the song “You Only Live 
Once,” with its simple hook and straight- 
ahead structure, is one of the most Strokes- 
ian the lot. But don’t get too comfortable 
Déja Land, because before you can say 
“redux,” the album's lead single, “Juicebox,” 
kicks with its “Peter Gunn”-on-steroids 
riff bizarrely similar the Henry Mancini 
TV-spy theme that it sounds as if the band 
might kidding. the other hand, the 
seems though it’s part another song. 

Unfortunately, much of the rest of the 
album similarly disjointed. The band are 
uncharacteristically exploratory, but they 
don’t always know how navigate unfa- 
miliar terrain. borrow Casablancas’s own 
words, from “Vision of Division,” they 
know what change, but not what way. 

Throughout First Impressions, the band 
alternately get their own way and wallow 
aimlessly humdrum monotony. Heavy- 
metal guitar wankery taints the otherwise 
compelling “Heart Cage,” which 
driven energetic 6/8 rhythm and 


keenly ominous bass riff. “On the Other 
Side” plodding, reggae-tinged tune that 
treads clumsily from minor to major keys. 
“Ask Me Anything” is the first Strokes song 
based on something other than guitars 
and drums — Casablancas sings over a lone 
Mellotron but like lot the songs 
the album, comes off uninspired, un- 
exciting, and ultimately disappointing. 

not say there’s nothing re- 
deemable here. The mid-tempo “Razorblade” 
features a catchy guitar melody, which 
Casablancas’s vocals catch with the 
climax album high point. The song 
also finds Casablancas pilfering from 
unlikely source: the chorus cops its melody 
directly from the Scott English/Richard 
Kerr—penned “Mandy,” which was a Barry 
Manilow hit in 1975. Somehow it works. 
Another highlight the anthemic new- 
wave-meets-hair-metal “Electricityscape” 
— think Duran Duran covering Starship 
with Tommy Lee on drums. As if to em- 
phasize its un-Strokes-ness, Casablancas 
sings, “For now I think that I'll just borrow 
all the chords from that song and all the 
words from that other song.” 

least he’s not borrowing from his own 
songs again. And that’s just about the best 
thing that can be said about First Impressions. 
Sure, has its memorable moments and 
handfu! great songs, but it’s means 
great album, especially compared with the 
latest from the Strokes’ comrades in the retro- 
rock revival the early part the decade, 
the Hives and the White Stripes. The air- 
tight, criminally underrated Tyrannosaurus 
Hives (Interscope) finds the supercilious 
Swedes refining their garage-punk craft 
near perfection. the other hand, guitar 
hero Jack White all but forgoes the electric 
six-string his band’s new Get Behind 
Satan (V2), and the result is an eclectic 
artistic breakthrough. Maybe that’s what 
the Strokes had mind for First Impressions. 
Unfortunately, the results sound like band 
desperately trying find their identity. 

his Ink Blot magazine review 
It, Jesse Fahnestock predicted the Strokes 
would ‘progress’ into capable mu- 
sicians making boring music, 
release another album that sounds like 
this one and laugh and wonder why 
liked them the first place.”

Solitary man? 


Getting the heart Neil Diamond

t’s easy forget just how hard it’s 

been pin down Neil Diamond over 

the years. Rick Rubin be- 

lieved, it took close to a decade just to 

get Diamond agree collaborate 
the American Recordings-style project that 
finally bore fruit with 12 Songs (American/ 
Columbia) debuting the four spot 
the Billboard chart back November. But 
Diamond was elusive figure the pop 
world long before Rubin came along. He’s 
known songwriter’s songwriter, 
product the Brill Building who was 
hand for the birth rock and roll. But 
unlike his Brill Building peers even the 
ones who went on to become performers, 
like Carole King also known 
as a performer's performer, a glitzy pop 
star glass-bead-studded, half-open 
shirts capable breaking attendance 
records arenas around the world. And, 
like many his singles, with their 
classic A-sides and forgettable, even em- 
barrassing B-sides (“Red, Red Wine” 
backed by “Red Rubber Ball”), the contra- 
dictions run deeper still. remember 
wondering what Diamond was doing 
stage the Band’s The Last Waltz along- 
side the likes Bob Dylan and Neil 
Young. And that was before I knew that, 
its original form, his ridiculously titled 
1968 album, Velvet Cloves and Spit (MCA), 
included the anti-drug ditty “The Pot 
Smoker’s Song.” 

But the story doesn’t end there. Dia- 
mond may have seemed out place The 
Last Waltz, but there’s mystery sur- 
rounding his connection the Band. 
the credits for Diamond’s 1976 album, 
Beautiful Noise (Columbia), reveal, Rubin 
isn’t the first unlikely producer take the 
other man black under his wing. Back 
when the Band were riding high both 
senses the word, Robbie Robertson pro- 
duced what turned out one Dia- 
mond’s best-received albums. In fact, in 
terms casting hip light Diamond, 
Beautiful Noise the obvious blueprint for 
It’s not hit-packed you might 
expect from an album that received “un- 
usually warm critical praise,” Laura 
Jackson takes pains point out her 
new biography, Neil Diamond: His Life, His 
Music, His Passion (ECW). It, too, hit the No.

1976.”

when she quotes Diamond himself six 
pages later, some the shock value wears 
off. “We had a big rumble,” he says of the 
incident, “and got shot twice the face 
pellets.” Later the book, after 
suggesting that early contract dispute 
led bombing, she again has temper 
the drama. “It has to be said,” she writes, 
“that Fred Weintraub, who managed Dia- 
mond and the Bitter End, has revised 
‘stink bomb,’ which rendered 
the place uninhabitable for short space 
time.” does seem that Weintraub 
would good authority the subject. 
But Jackson does her best blunt the im- 
pact any inconvenient facts might have 
her dominant image Diamond 
street tough with tender heart, the 
“brooding and intense” solitary man. 
When success finally does come his way, 
it’s with resounding 
Caroline,” she gushes, “simply stormed 
the U.S. charts number four.” 

Four? that the best our hero can do? 
fact, that’s pretty much tops for Dia-

Again, Jackson tries hard in her book to 
put the best spin the unique position 
which Diamond found himself through- 
out the 90s, when a kitsch value began to 
overshadow genuine nostalgia the driv- 
ing force his career. “It was difficult 
find straight professional comparison 
which gauge his continuing success,” 
she writes. “To remain relevant and active 
in music, and to be able to offset lower 
chart positions by packing out the best- 


known auditoriums worldwide, were 


achievements that had proved beyond the 
capabilities of some of Diamond's contem 
poraries . . . On the other hand, there was 
Paul Simon... .” Exactly. 

The glaring lack of genuinely relevant 
new material from Diamond is what set 
the stage for Songs. was Rubin who 
helped guide Johnny late-career re- 
vival. the four albums produced 
with Cash, Rubin recast the country leg- 
end in his original role as the stolid man 
black for new generation searching 
far and wide for the right material and 
keeping musical and studio embellish- 
ments to an absolute minimum. Cash 
didn’t just go along with Rubin’s plan; he 
seemed relish it, throwing himself into 
spare recordings of songs as varied as his 
own “Let the Train Blow the Whistle,” 
Soundgarden’s “Rusty Cage,” and, yes, Di 
amond’s “Solitary Man,” each carefully 
chosen bolster legendary imag 


nage. 


Rubin approached 12 Songs in a similar 
fashion. As Diamond recounts in the al- 
bum ’s liner notes, “Early on, Rick and 1 
would just sit around for hours listening 
music like couple teenagers. was 
a free-for-all. I wanted to listen to rock- 
and-roll classics but Rick had a list of my 
old records that wanted talk about, 
mostly stuff I hadn't listened to in 
other people and got into some interesting 
musical styles.” it’s so tempting to imag- 
ine what might have happened Dia- 
mond had taken the hint and found more 
than inspiration those listening ses- 
sions he’d come away with the same 
sort mix covers and originals that 
Cash was amenable to. Instead, Diamond 
locked himself away and wrote entire 
album new material. 

During the sessions, Rubin did con- 
vince Diamond play guitar for the first 
time since the late That, along with 
low-key accompaniment the likes 
Mike Campbell, Smokey Hormel, and Ben- 
mont Tench, ensured that 12 Songs would be 
Diamond’s finest-sounding disc 
decades. And Rubin also inspired some 
Diamond's best songwriting in years. But 
that’s not saying much: it’s been forever 
since Diamond recorded truly affecting 
song, and just long since the produc- 
tion one his albums has even ap- 
proached tasteful. One hopes that Dia- 
mond will take heart the warm recep- 
tion 12 Songs has received, that he’ll see it 
the start new phase his career, 
and that he’ll develop better sense 
what made those Cash albums so special. 
With 12 Songs, he’s taken a step in the right 
direction. But there’s nothing here half as 
memorable as “Solitary Man” — and I 
mean Cash's version. &

Grave diggin’ 


Biggie Smalls’s Final Chapter

By the time most rappers drop their 

fourth album, either everybody’s pay- 
ing attention or nobody is. In the case of 
"The N torious B.1.G.” Wallace 
(a/k/a Biggie Smalls) — gunned down in LA 
in 1997 — and the new album, Duets: The Final 
Chapter (Bad Boy), the truth may be some- 
where in between. 

Lukewarm responses to Biggie’s posthu- 
mous work can be traced back to his nemesis 
in life, Tupac Shakur. After Shakur’s pass- 
ing, labels began sifting through his appar- 
ently endless collection of unreleased record- 
ings and have subsequently released nearly 
10 albums of half-baked, mediocre material. 
Though Shakur is still widely considered one 
of the greatest rappers of his tire, most rap 
fans wouldn't give a“new” 2Pac release a 
second glance this point. 

But the people closest to the Notorious 
B.1.G. (namely, his mother, Voletta Wallace, 
and longtime friend and producer, Sean 
“Diddy” Combs) have done a much better job 
protecting reputation. Since his 
death, only one Notorious B.1.G. album — 
1999's Born Again (Bad Boy) — has been released, 
and a handful of vocals have been rented out 
as samples for other artists. (The previously 
unknown artist Smitty struck gold with said 
formula this year when sampled Biggie 
“Diamonds on My Neck.”) Now, after years of 
speculation and rescheduled release dates, 
Bad Boy has revealed the so-called “final 
chapter” in the saga of Biggie — Duets. 

On the new disc, some of Biggie’s previ- 
ously heard vocals are reformatted and 
placed alongside freshly recorded tracks 
from today’s most popular artists and pro- 
ducers, most of whom never had the oppor- 
tunity work with him life.

The overlooked brilliance the Coral

Last year, though word barely reached 

the States, the Liverpool scene came 
back to life, with the Zutons, the Stands, 
and the Coral leading the resurgence. The 
first two those bands reflected the jumble 
of sounds and styles that have passed 
through the rough-and-tumble port the 
North Britain city. Who Killed the Zutons? (Sony) 
dumped a Spanish galleon’s worth of musi- 
cal nuggets into playfully energetic songs 
buoyed by bolting rhythms, tooting saxo- 
phone, and brash rock-and-roll nerve. Draw- 
ing from similar waters, but with a darker, 
British R&B flavor, the Coral had, 
over the course of five albums, developed a 
mysterious and exotic aura, with their Zom- 
bies-meet-the-Animals update forlorn sea 
chanteys, sci-fi effects, bizarre rhythms, 
moping ballads, and dry Liverpudlian wit. 
And, when was released last year, The Invisi- 
ble Invasion (Deltasonic/Sony) seemed poised 
gain foothold for the band the US. 
They more focused than the past, 
and the disc offered dense songs immersed 
in moody (and at times manic) Merseyside 
reflections, well straightforward pop 
single (“In the Morning”) and a pair of psy- 
chedelic excursions (“She Sings the Mourn- 
ing” and “The Operator”). 

“That strangeness is from where we 
live,” explains singer/guitarist James Skelly, 
whose thick Scouse sounds like gravel mixed 
with honey over the phone from his home- 
town.

Bunnymen in the '8os, has been chroni- 
cling the town’s legacy with the three- 
disc-and-counting Liverpool Cult Classics Un- 
earthed (Viper). The CDs feature lost bands 
like The La’s and the Teardrop Explodes 
well lesser-knowns like Tramp Attack, 
still-functioning band who once included 
the Zutons’ Dave McCabe. 

“Liverpool as a city is smaller than other 
British cities,” says Hemmings over the 
phone. “So there are only certain places Liv- 
musicians can play and have 
drink.

The Skelly has his own ideas 
about what makes Liverpool unique. 
“There is something in the sea, I think.

Rediscovering the edge the Everly Brothers

list artists whose legacy has 

been ill-served by the dozen or so hits by 
which they’re remembered, the Everly 
Brothers could lay fair claim the top spot. 

Take their third Cadence single, a rocka- 
billified cover Ray Charles’s “This Little 
Girl of Mine,” released right between the 
iconic “Wake Up Little Susie” and “All 1 Have 
To Do Is Dream.” The A-side reached No. 26 
in early 1958, but has never found favor with 
the nation’s oldies-format programmers. 

And the B-side is even more obscure. It’s 
not the fault. “Should Tell Him” 
has all the elements the Everlys’ early 
formula: propulsive acoustic guitars, Chet 
pinpoint leads, Don’s limpid solo 
vocal turns in the verses, brother Phil’s 
high harmonies, and lyrics that elevate 
adolescent problems high pop drama. 
The protagonist “takes his best girl danc- 
ing/to best friend’s mansion,” only 
overhear them whispering, “Should tell 
him?/To let him go on trusting isn’t fair.” 
When he runs to a local café, the story's 
the same: “Should tell him that his girl 
doesn’t care?” 

It’s fine recording. But the newly un- 
earthed acoustic version on Too Good To Be True 
(Varese Vintage) is even better. With no 
band, the harmonies shine more brilliantly, 
and variant chorus ups the paranoid stakes 
to Orbisonian levels: “Should we him?/I 
seem hear everywhere go.” Both this 
disc and its companion volume, Give Me a Fu- 
ture, are decisive evidence that, songwrit- 
ers, both Phil and Don could give Felice and 
Bordeleaux Bryant (the team behind “Susie,” 


Capitan,” a 1960 anti-war song that antici- 
pates later folk-rock trends. 

If the Everlys’ ’50s output has been win- 
nowed handful golden oldies pop- 
ular memory, their later work has virtually 
vanished. Walk Right Back, readily avail- 
able (but unevenly mastered) Warner Bros. 
double-disc, cherrypicks recordings. 
And many the albums recently reis- 
sued by Collectors’ Choice have never ap- 
peared their original form.

“It strikes me as: ‘Okay, they 
changed the packaging slightly and it’s 
just designed to sort of rip fans off or 
whatever.’ ” To that end, the Ryko reis- 
sues add live bonus tracks to each disc, 
along with parts of an interview conduct- 
ed by Commitments director Alan Parker 
with Burns. 

“I think the first two albums were very 
much of an era,” Burns offers. “They’re 
the punk albums. was our first 
pop album.” Indeed, Go For It branches out 
creatively with the Bo Diddley-ish instru- 
mental title track, the power-pop of “Fade 
Away,” and less of the rabble rousing that 
earned the band the nickname “The Irish 
Clash.” “Roots, Radicals, Rockers and 
Reggae,” for example, sped-up inter- 
pretation the Bunny Wailer original.

Scarlett johansson 
struck up such a friendship with him that after 
she completed her role as the sexually restiess 
Nola in Match Point, he gave her the lead in his 
next movie.

“| just said, ‘I'll be sending you letters; and be- 
fore we knew it, it was time to shoot again. He 
wrote comedy for [Scoop, due later 
and we went back to London all over again. it was 
a real honor for me and a lot of fun, and it's nice 
to know that somebody likes you as much as you 
like thern.” 

Her co-star, 28-year-old Jonathan Rhys Mey- 
ers, said he also tried to have a relationship of 
equals with the legendary director because he'd 
have found Allen too intimidating otherwise 
“Even though | respect Woody Allen as one of the 
greatest directors in the world, | didn’t really idol- 
ize him the way other actors do. | couldn't put 
Woody on that pedestal, otherwise | wouldn't 
have been able to work with him. | had to equalize 
myself in a way to work with him, instead of hav- 
ing this awestruck attitude.” 


Rhys Meyers added that Allen's shooting 
process encourages that kind of peer relationship 
with his actors. “This is what's really nice about 
an auteur of this quality. Even though he’s taken 
care in writing the script, if it doesn’t feel natural, 
he has no compunction in changing it. He's like, 
‘It's not the Bible. I'm not going to be upset. | 
want to make the best film that | can make.” 

One change prompted by the actor was to 
make his character, a social-climbing tennis in- 
structor, an Irishman like Rhys Meyers himself. 
“Woody said, ‘Hey, do you want to make him 
Irish?’ and | said, ‘Why not?’ Which was kind of

funny to me because there are no Irish tennis 
players. It was my little in-joke. Woody never real- 
ized this, but | did, and it was kind of a nice twist 
that being Irish in London, you are a minority.

Another change for Allen was the torrid love 
scenes, beginning with fervid tryst field 
during a rainstorm. “It's not a hard scene to act,” 
said Rhys Meyers. “Is it difficult because it’s 
Scarlett johansson? No, it’s difficult kissing Ewan 
McGregor” — this from an actor who did more 
than kiss McGregor in Velvet Goldmine. “No it's 
not,” interjected Johansson, who kissed McGregor 
in The Island. 

Rhys Meyers laughed, then continued, “People 
ask me, ‘Is it enjoyable to do those scenes?’ Now, 
can | be coy and say that it's part of the job? Well, 
of course, it is part of the job. Is it enjoyable? Yes 
it is. It's fantastic. | can roll around in a bed with 
Scarlett and not have to talk or bring her coffee or 
dinner. That's really exciting. Because Scarlett's a 
very beautiful woman, it helps.” 

“It was pretty miserable, actually,” Johansson 
said. (“Thanks very much,” joked her co-star.) 
“First of all, | was in this thin shirt, and it's pour- 
ing rain, and it's that movie rain, where it pelts 
you with this freezing cold water.

filmmaker — which explains why Woody 
Allen has in recent Deconstructing Harry-to- 
Melinda and Melinda years accompanied some of 
his movies to Venice and Cannes to get a little 
respect.

It was cool, the skies 
were gray, which was perfect. I had Scarlett

stunned by how every little part, even people 
who had two words, sounded wonderful.” 

Allen contrasted his respectfully hands-off 
English financiers with the increasing inter- 
ference of funders in the US. “In America, 
more and more they don’t want to be thought 
of as ‘just a bank.’ They want to have some-

thing to say about the cast- 
ing, they'd like to read the 
script, occasionally come to 
dailies. But I want the money 
in a brown paper bag and give 
them a film a few months 
later.

Why did he make a movie 
so deeply cynical, one in 
which the worst people end 
up on top? “My point of view 
isn’t cynical, it’s an accurate 
perspective. I 
feel it’s clear to 
every thinking 
person that 
there are gi- 
gantic emo- 
tional crimes, 
physical 
crimes, international crimes 
that don’t go punished, 
they’re rewarded. The 
tragedy of life is that so many 
innocent victims are slaughtered for some 
supposedly benevolent reason for mankind.” 

So Match Point is a kind of cousin to his 1989 
Crimes and Misdemeanors, in which dreadful 
criminal acts also went unpunished? 

“I would see no similarity between the 
two. This film has crime in it and that one 
had crime in it, but Small Time Crooks also had 
crime in it. Crimes and Misdemeanors was more 
religious, a different story.” 

But what about the 1951 film classic A Place

in the Sun, which was based on Theodore Dreis- 
er’s An American Tragedy? 1 asked about the obvi- 
ous similarity, an ambitious young man after 
the boss’s daughter having to decide whether 
to kill his clingy, demanding girlfriend.

Brosnan and Kinnear facilitate hit

“Always plan an escape route.” 

Good advice, coming from Pierce Bros- 
nan’s Julian Noble, a veteran “facilitator of 
fatalities.” Ceding his signature role as 007 
to a younger, blonder Bond (Layer Cake’s 
Daniel Craig), Brosnan couldn’t have 
planned better escape route from the 
clutches of SPECTRE than with his portrayal 
of this profane, boozy hitman. It’s the best 


performance ever put film. 

Sporting an unfiattering moustache, 
hair that’s graying around the temples, a 
gold chain, and a moderate potbelly, Bros- 
nan, who also produced, could have made 
this a reverse-vanity project. Instead, these 
physical traits seem have freed him the 
burden that was Bond. Within the film's 
first 10 minutes, Julian has bedded a hook- 
er, stolen her nail polish (to paint his toes), 
killed a man in a fiery blast, and — gasp — 
sworn at a child, relishing every last 
minute. Still, this witty reprobate manages 
to hit rock bottom after one of his contracts 
finds him in Mexico City on his birthday. A 
loner without family, home, or friends, he 
seeks solace from the local whores (of ques- 
tionable gender) before a chance meeting 
changes his life. 

At first you can almost hear the pitch (“A 
hitman and a salesman walk into a 


bar... ”), but writer/director Richard 
film surprises with its tonal and 
narrative shifts, even as it loses dramatic 
momentum in the final third. Fate seats 
Denver businessman Danny Wright (Greg 
Kinnear) beside Julian at the bar, and Dan- 
ny, his marriage and finances on the verge 
of ruin, forms a bond with the “psychopath- 
ic but not psychotic” killer. Kinnear proves 
the perfect foil for Brosnan, who remains 
likable as Julian leers at underage school- 
girls (“all blushy-blushy, no sucky-fucky”) 
and tells a filthy joke to divert Danny from 
talking about his young son’s recent acci- 
dental death. 

The initial exchange between these two 
establishes the film’s unpredictable nature. 
Julian offers Danny a margarita, because 
they “always taste better in Mexico... 
margaritas — and cock.” The gay joke leaves 
Danny shaken, not stirred, but soon the 


pair’s vulnerability paves the way for a ten- 
tative friendship. Then during a taut se- 
quence set at a bullfight, Julian confides the 
true nature of his “corporate gigs.” Danny 
doesn't believe it for a second, but Julian 
demonstrates how easily he could kill some- 
one by cornering a man in the stadium's 
restroom. (“I'm a big fan of the ‘gotta pee’ 
theory of assassination.”) At first, Danny is 
mortified, and then. . . curious. 

“Six months later,” a rejuvenated Danny 
discovers that what happens in Mexico 
doesn’t necessarily stay in Mexico. On the se 
run from his employers, a haggard Julian we 
shows up unannounced at the home of Dan- 
ny and his wife (a priceless Hope Davis), 
who’s thrilled to be host to an assassin. 
(“Did you bring your gun?”) “You owe me,” 
Julian tells Danny. Exactly what, and why, 
I'll leave for you to discover, Grab this bull 
bythe horns. ©

Conscientious objectors 


Two films being fanatic

How people become fanatics? When does 
individual conscience take a stand? The 
question has inspired such recent Hollywood 
films as Syriana and Munich, with unsatisfy- 
ing results. Europeans, for whom such be- 
havior is not such a novelty, have had better 
luck confronting the issue, at least on the 


screen. Two such films hit town this week. 

Marco Bellocchio has come long way 
in revolutionary politics since 1986's II dia- 
volo in corpo/Devil in the Flesh, where a charac- 
ter relates the tale of Lenin’s triumphant 
return to St. Petersburg while receiving a 
blow job. No such below-the-belt diver- 
sions in Buongiorno, notte/Good Morning, Night, 
his 2003 meditation on the 1978 Red Bri- 
gades kidnapping and murder former 

talian prime minister Aldo Moro (Roberto

ALCOTT SINGS 


LITTLE WOMEN COMES CLOSE HOME 


When she was little girl growing 

in Brooklyn, director Susan H. Schul- 
man (The Secret Garden) loved Little 
Women. “The library had a great children's 
section and | would go on Saturday morning 
and just read,” she explains over the phone 
from New York. She especially identified 
with Louisa May Alcott's stand-in, Jo March. 
But not with Jo the writer — rather, with Jo 
the director “penny dreadful” melodra- 
mas. “Little Women appealed to me im- 
mensely because my friends and | also used 
to put on plays — on the fire escapes.” 

Years later, plenty adaptations the 
1868 classic about New England sisterhood 
had come across her desk, but something 
was always missing. Then came a musical, 
all things. And worked. “This version 
had the emotional highlights the books 
the things you can sing about.” 

Little Women opened Broadway 
year ago; This Tuesday it comes to the 
Opera House with original star Maureen 
McGovern as Marmee. McGovern has been 
attached to the project from early on, and 
her having a marquee name meant that 
the matriarchal role needed greater scope. 
It was one of the key decisions for compos- 
er Jason Howland. “At the root of great 
classical musical theater is a Horatio Alger 
idea of a young person pulling themselves 
up by their bootstraps and overcoming 
great obstacles. That's jo March to a ‘T’ But 
to show that, you need a benchmark of 
what there is to accomplish — and Marmee 
is a wonderful strong, powerful woman.” 

McGovern was nominated for a Drama 


Desk Award for the role; in Boston, she ap- 
pears alongside Kate Fisher as Jo. Fisher 
notes that Jo is a classic American charac- 
ter whose “appeal is universal. She’s up 
against so much, but she breaks the mold 
and won't follow what everyone else does.” 

And when we meet Jo, she’s “at the 
height of her adolescent powers,” says 
Howland. “She's got her sisters and her 
mother, and she’s going to conquer the 
world.” As the musical progresses, Jo's cir- 
cle grows narrower as each sister pursues a 
different path. “We were trying to capture 
a young person trying to do it all who's rash 
and stubborn and who matures.” 

All while singing songs appropriate for 
her era. Howland drew inspiration for his 
score from his muses: Richard Rodgers, 
Leonard Bernstein, and Stephen Sondheim. 
But another influence was Aaron Copland. 
“He helped define what the American 
sound was.” 

Although it may seem incongruous that 
Little Women, which offers intimate 
glimpses the domestic lives its female 
protagonists, should end up a big Broad- 
way musical, Howland notes that “what 
fills a big space is the power of a moment 
versus the number of people on stage. 
Louisa May Alcott is examining issues that 
are really powerful and universal.” He 
pauses. “So we didn't need a kick line.”

Far more orchestrated but still evoking 
the pliancy of fabric — in this case rope — 
is Sakiyama Takayuki's thick, striated, 
light-brown 2004 vessel Listening the 
Waves. Imagine two-foot-tall ball twine 
that’s been reshaped and ossified. That the 
work also can function vessel almost 
beside the point; a non-hollow interior 
would make little difference the appeal 
its undulating form, that hefty 
stoneware basket that swells from a thick, 
circular base, opening elliptical aper- 
ture its summit.

Koike Shéko draws directly and bril- 
liantly on natural formations, in her case 
marine life. Her 1999 Shell Vessel could have 
been lifted from a Caribbean coral reef. 
Closer in appearance to rock than to shell, 
the 12x9 vessel presents a series of wavy, ir 
regularly edged but regularly paced crenel- 
lations — each hardened wave looks like a 
mature tree-ear mushroom — that swirl in 
unison and taper from wide upper region 
to a sudden, relatively narrow base. For all 
its mass and stasis and hardness, were you 
come upon vessel while scuba 
diving, you wouldn't be surprised to see it 
awkwardly swim away — its surface both 
expresses and camouflages its dynamism. 
Tsujimura Shiré takes inspiration from 
Earth’s mountains. His 2004 Iga-Ware 
Faceted Flower Vase looks like two-foot tall 
cylinder igneous rock that might have 
been quarried with jackhammer 


else it’s an ancient, eroded cinder block. 
The catalogue informs that the piece 
almost a solid block of Shigaraki clay, and 
looking at its deep, random crevices and its 
rough yet subtly hued surface, you would- 
n’t think was capable holding any- 
thing, let alone flowers and water. Yet its 
sandpaper texture offset rich lumi- 
nosity; perhaps more than any other work 
in this exhibit, Shird’s vase holds onto the 
fire from which it was made.

son Peale. Moses Williams grew up as 
the elder Peale’s slave, and he worked as 
a silhouette cutter in his museum in 
Philadelphia after being freed in the early 
1800s. The silhouette reveals how even 
this simple form of portraiture offers 
complex visual cues and clues about the 
race, gender, and class of its subject. 
Running concurrentiy the Addison, 
“YOUNG AMERICA: THE DAGUERREO- 
TYPES OF SOUTHWORTH & HAWES” 
presents photographs by Albert Sands 
Southworth (1811-1894) and Josiah John- 
son Hawes (1808-1901). The famed duo 
took portraiture, particularly of the rich 


ON PAPER” re-creates a familiar street 
scene by displaying fake high-end 
watches, name-brand sunglasses, and 
cellphones in open suitcases. But Conde 
has faked these fakes, challenging us to 
take a closer look at our consumption- 
crazed culture.

Tom and Mariel are the more interesting 
pair to watch, thanks mostly to Fichtner’s 
creepy performance. Russell and Larkin feel 
stunted. could the script: though Rus- 
sell gets the lion’s share screen time, his 
character seems hastily put together, 
stereotypical non-believer beginning 
see the light. Then again, could the 
fact that Mariel is at his house daily, or that 
Larkin’s conspiracy-theory-obsessed blogger 
brother, Dave (Jack Black clone Tyler 
Labine), lives with them and is constantly 
bringing trouble their lives.

There are 
heady philosophical overtones through- 
out — all of your various isms, not to 
mention Marx and Goethe. glosses
